This truism is well recognized in this war by virtue 
of the amount of pains the Quartermasters Corps takes 
to try and feed an army under the most trying circum- 


I have just been the guest of Brig. General White 


and the Mayor at a demonstration luncheon on the City 
Hall lawn, where 30 or 40 citizens had a typical G. I. 
meal of dehydrated foods, consisting of: Soup, Meat Loaf, 
Tomato Sauce, Potatoes, Carrots, Biscuits, Cinnamon 
Rolls and Butter. We used G. I. mess kits, and saw the 
food prepared on standard field equipment. 

We saw samples of the “S-in-]” and “10-in-]" 
rations. This means a standard package which contains 
a meal for five or ten soldiers. We received samples of 
rations and full explanations of how things were handled. 

Letters from service men generally seem io speak a 
good word for army chow, all circumstances considered. 

I have on my desk a small D-ration which is about 
the largest package troops going over-side in combat 
will bother with. In a moment of excitement I would 
have no appetite either, and can readily understand why 
soldiers about to make a landing would not want to be 
burdened with K-rations. 

It would have been grand if all of you could have 
joined me and enjoyed the good, palatable meal we had. 
I want to put in a plug for the Quartermasters Corps and 
assure you that real efforts are being made on behalf of 
the boys who are entitled to every break.

ARMORED GREYHOUND 

An armored greyhound long kept 
secret by the Army has been brought 
into the open with the announcement 
by the Ford Motor Company that it has 
been in mass production for many 
months in Ford plants at Chicago and 
St. Paul. 

Combining the speed and maneuver- 
ability of an automobile with the punch 
and armored protection of a light tank, 
the vehicle is designed for scouting and 
long-range - cruising, and bears the 
“title” of M-8, J. R. Davis, Western 
regional manager, stated. 

The M-8 is described as a six-wheel- 
ed, seven-ton scout car that can travel 
at high speed over almost any type 
of terrain and is capable of ascending 
a 45 per cent grade, according to Davis. 

Designed to out-run anything that it 
cannot out-shoot, this new weapon 15 
equipped with a 37 mm. anti-tank gun 
and a .30 caliber machine gun which 
move together as a single unit in the 
manually operated rotating turret.
